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Madrid, April 26. N.S. 


HE Court is gone to Aranjuez, whi- 
ther the foreign Minilters are alfo 
repaired. The Conferences con- 
cerning the prefent Juncture of 
Affairs, are’ more frequent than 
ever, and hardly a Day pailes but fome 
Courier is difpatched or arrives. ‘The 
Marquis de Capicelatro, Ambaflador at the 
Court of Portugal, returned on Thurfday 
laft from Lisbon, and went immediately to 
Aranjuez to make his Report to the King, 
of what pafled there with Reyard to the 
Imprifonment of his: Domefticks. The 
Ditterences with the Court ef Lisbon are 
ftill in the fame Situation. and our Troops 
continue to file off towards the Frontiers of 
Portuyal ; they are faid to amount to above 
20,000 Men. We learn from Cadiz, that, 
on the rgth Inftant, a Ship arrived there 
from Caraques, having on bar: 1,200,000lb- 
of Cocao, fomeTobacco-Hides, and Money. 
Don J hn de Hourlier was declared Inten- 
dant of Eftramadura, and of his Majelty’s 
Army in that Province. The King has 
difpofed of divers vacant military Employ- 
ments ; and his Majefty has conferred the 
Title vf Caftile upon Don Dominico Lopes 
del Pozo. Don John Perez de la Puente, 
Member of the King’s Council, died here 
the 23d, aged 74 Years. Weare adviled 
from Lisbon, that, on the 27th of February 
Jaft, the Moors had raifed the Blockade of 
the City of Mazagam in Africa; and fet 
Fire to all their Works ; and that the next 
‘Day the Alcaide of Azamor, their General, 
had an Interview with the Governor of 
Mazagam, in which they agreed upon the 
principal Articles for a Truce; and that 
among other Things it had been ftipulated, 
that the Portugueze Slaves fhould be reftor- 
ed without a Ranfom. 

Warfaw, April 28 N. S. The Court 
left the Caitle on Friday laft, to go and re- 
fide at the Royal Palace in the Suburbs 
called Cracow. General Mier arrived here 
the 24th of this Month, and had the fame 
Day a private Audience of his Majelty. He 
fwas accompanied by General Wodzicki, 
the Caftellan of Polonez, and 19 Deputies 
of the Crown Army. Thefe latter had 
alfo Audience of the King this Day, to 
aflure his Majefly of the Submiffion and 
Fidelity of the Troops, and to thank him 
for his Goodnefs in caufing half a Year’s 
Pay to be paid to the Army. They befought 
the King at the fame'time, to confer upon 
the Palatine of Kiow the Poft of Regimen- 
tary-General of the Crown, and added 
their humble Inftances, that his Majefty 
-would vouchfafe to ufe his good Offices 
-with the Czarina, to obtain the Primate’s 
being forthwith fet at Liberty, The Bifhap 
of Cracow anfwered them in the King’s 
.Name, and his Majelty admitted them to 
‘kifs his Hand. ‘The Polith: Companies, 


who, with the Caftellan of Czersk, fub- 
mitted to the King, are gone to Warcka, 
where they have received three Months 
Pay. Part of the new raifed Companies 
have only been broke, and fent home to 
their re{pective Palatinates , but’tisthought 
the reit will be fetained, to be put upon 
the old Eitablifhment of theCrown. Count 
Sapicha, Secretary of Lithuania fet out this 
Day for that Province. ”Tis faid an Ac- 
count of a Letter written by the Statoft of, 
Wilna to the Court, to impart to thert 
the good Difpofitions of the Army of Li- 
thuania to fubmit to the King, in Cafe his 
Majeity was pleafed to fend Commitiaries 
to treat with them. ‘The {aid Count is 
charged with the neceflary Inftructions tor 
that Purpofe, and he is ordered to a& in 
Concert with the Bifhop of Warmia. The 
Palatine of Kiow, the great Marfhal of the 
Crown, and the Biihop of Cujavia, are 
expecied here To-morrow ; as are alfo 
foon the Prince Wifnowieski, Caftellan of 
Cracow, and the Prince of Radzwil, and 
*tis thought, that immediately after their 
Arrival, the projected Great Council will 
take Etiect- As there is little Appearance 
that the General Dyet of Pacitication can 
be funmoned before September next, the 
Ruffian Troops will hardly quit the King- 
dom beiore that Time. Some Deputies 
of three Provinces of this Kingdom were 
the before Yeftesday with the iveld 
Marfhal Count Munich, to make Remen- 
{trances to him conce: ning the Quarters of 
the Ruffian Troops ; but the Anfwer given 
them by that General is not known. The 
Palatine of Culm, and cheCzernisk Bilinski, 
accompanied by feveral Deputies, fet out 
Yeflerday for Lublin, to open the Tribu- 
nal of the Kingdom ; and Count Munich 
has fent Orders to General Sagreski to 
march from thence with his Troops, to 
leave an entire Liberty to the Seffions of 
that Tribunak We learn, that the Depu- 
ties of the Palatinates of Volhinia and 
Czernichow, and thofe of the Diftri&s of 
Lemberg and Chelm, are already.arrived at 
Lublin. The Duke of Weitlenfels is ex- 
pected here every Moment trom Thorn. 
°Tis faid that his Negotiations with the 
Primate have proved abortive. ”Tis writ- 


ten from Koningsberg, that the Troops 


under the: Regimentary Pociey, and the 
Palatine of Volhinia, after having quitted 
the Bifhoprick of Warmia, had divided 
themfelves into three Bodies, with the 
Defign, as *tis believed, to re enter Poland 
and Lithuania. *Tis added, that, accord- 
ing to a Report, thofe Troops had defeat- 
ed'a Detachment of Saxons, commanded 
by Lieutenant Colonel Haveman, and 
taken from them 2 Pieces of Cannon. 


LONDON. 
Lat Monday in the Afternoon James 
Mildmay, Efq; with his Lady and Son, 


going in their Coach from Brentford 
to Iftleworth, were robbed by two High- 
waymen of a Silver Watch, a Ring, and 
about 71. in Money; after which they:

Yefterday the Right Hon. the Earl of 
Cholmondely, Maller of the Horfe to his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, 
waited on his Royal Highnefs, and refign- 
ed his Poft of Matter of the Horfe. 

And we hear that he will be fucceeded 
by the Right Honourable Henry Marquis of 
Ceernarvan, firlt Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber to his Royal Highnels. 

Yefterday Morning the Earl of Suffolk 
was married to Mifs Inwin, Daughter and 
fole Heirefs of ThomasInwin, Eig; Mem- 
ber of Parliament forthe Borough of South- 
wark ; the Ceremony was performed at 
Mr. Inwin’s Houfe in the faid Borough, 
and the fame Morning they fet out with a 
grand Retinue for his Lordfhip’s Seat at 
Audley End in the County of Effex, for 
the Celebration of their Nuptials. 

Yetterday Sir Henry Liddell, Bart. with 
his new-married Lady, Daughrer of the 
late Sir Peter Delme, Kt. were introduced 
to their Majeities at St. James’s by his 
Grace the Duke of Richmond, and met 
with a moft gracious Reception.
